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Abstract. The article first speaks about the historical 
period in which children's literature was created in 
Azerbaijan and the reasons for this development. It is 
shown that Azerbaijan's children's literature was 
created in the second half of the 19th century. After the 
inclusion of North Azerbaijan into the Russian Empire, 
the findings of the social-political, literary-cultural, 
pedagogical, European-style school and educational 
movement as well as the enlightenment-realist thinking 
can be considered as factors contributing to the 
formation of national children's literature. Generally, the 
second half of the 19th century and beginning of the 
20th century are characterized as the period of 
development and initial development of Azerbaijani 
children's literature. 
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
